A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or riot an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented ^ the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 u.s.u. io^j 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

1. Applicant requested interview to clarify issues raised during prosecution regarding 103(a) prior art rejection, 
specifically with regard to the nature of the specific Fc receptor claimed and the failure of Gray et al. t to teach an 
increase in fusion protein receptor half life. Additionally, Applicant requested nucleic acids to be rejoined in 
prosecution, although Applicant also stated that their intent was to prosecute the protein sequence, not the nucleic acid 
as the nucleic acid sequence. 

2. After consideration, Examiner and her supervisor agreed to rejoin the nucleic acid claims with the fusion protein 
claims under examination and prosecute both and verbally notified Applicant's representative of such. However, 
Examiner and her supervisor also informed Applicant's representative that if there is art on the protein, that indicates 
that there may be art on the nucleic acid. Applicant was also informed that without a sequence listing on the nucleic 
acid there may also be 35 USC 1 12 1 st paragraph written description issues. 

3. Applicant made a request to submit a draft copy of Amendments and Remarks. The draft was received on 3 
October 2005 by facsimile. Examiner discussed the facsimile with her supervisor and subsequently informed Applicant 
that the draft Remarks clarified Appliant's position regarding the 103(a) rejection and application of Gray et al., as prior 
art. Examiner informed Applicant that a reply to Applicant's Amendments and Remarks would be made once 
Applicant's Amendments and Remarks were officially filed of record. Examiner also informed Applicant's 
representative that she and her supervisor were concerned with the scope of claim 27 regarding lack of specific Fc 
deletions/mutations, in the Draft Amendment, and made a comparison to the specific Fc deletions/mutations claimed 
by Applicant in claim 1. Applicant's representative pointed out how claim 27 differed from claim 1 in terms of the 
different type of IgG domains claimed. Applicant further stated that the breadth of claim 27, as submitted in the draft 
Amendment, was what Applicant intended.
